CLAIMS CEREMONIAL LAW NOT DIVINELY INSTITUTED, 
| BUT DEVISED BY PRIESTS 


The title of this so-called sermon is “THE KINGDOM.” 
Its general theme is that we should perfect society by 
righteous living, instead of getting individuals regenerated 
by faith in the shed blood of Christ. To this end, it arrays 
prophets against priests, and puts Jesus against the Old 
Testament and against even the New Testament! It con- 
tends that the sacrifices and ceremonies of the Old Testa- 
ment were not of God and do not picture Christ as the 
Lamb of God and our high priest, and that the New Testa- 
ment writers who thought so were mistaken. This sermon 
insists that Christ was a good man, but not the sinner’s 
substitute. With that in mind, let us consider these para- 
graphs near the beginning of the sermon. 
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“Old Testament Types 


“The Old Testament scriptures record these two types 
of religion. One fostered by the church; the other demanded 
by the kingdom. The religion of the priest, and that of the 
prophet. A religion of magic, and a religion of moral repent- 
ances, spiritual regenerations, and ethical values. 

“Their antagonisms are everywhere apparent. While the 
priest devised an elaborate and expensive ritual for the cere- 
monial cleaning of defiled places, furniture, clothing and 
bodies, the prophet called upon the people to purify their 
hearts, forsake: their sins and mend their ways. 

“When the prophet tarried amid the solemn silence of 
the mountain to learn the will of Jehovah, and discern some- 
thing of His glory, his brother, the priest, made a calf of gold 
and called it a god. The priest was never a mountain man. 
On the Mount of Transfiguration were three pamphlets, but 
no priests. The priest dwelt in the valley of delusions, amid 
the ghostly forms of ancient superstitions, where the smoke 
of his altars obscured the growing light, and tradition con- 
} demned truth of the scaffold and cross.” 
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Notice these statements in the passage quoted above. 


The priest had “a religion of magic,” or sleight of 
hand.

| that the Old Testament account is not to be believed, and 
. -that the sacrifices and priesthood which the Bible says 
portray Christ, were really only superstition and pagan- 
ism. This sermon teaches that the miracles of God, in con- 
‘ nection with the priesthood and the tabernacle, such as the 
. voice from mount Sinai, the moving pillar of cloud and fire, 
‘*the rod that budded, the death of Nadab and Abihu, etc., 
fi) were all simply “a religion of magic!’”’ by which the priests 
'! deceived the people! All modernists hate the idea of mira- 
cles, and explain them away on the basis of accident or 
magic or legendary accounts. So does Dr. Phillips. 

“The priests devised” or invented the ceremonies of the 
law! Do you common Baptists believe that? Do you be- 
lieve that these ceremonies, given by God on Mount Sinai, 
the Bible says, were only made up by the priests? I do not, 
and I know most common Christians do not. 

“Ancient superstitions.” Dr. Phillips says about the 

' esacrifices! Ancient, yes, they were, for God killed animals 
« to clothe man with skins when sin took him out of the 
garden of Eden, and righteous Abel, by faith, brought a 
bloody sacrifice. I admit the sacrifices of the Old Testa- 
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they were mere superstitions. Those altars, those smoking 
sacrifices, may seem to the modernist to be in “the valley 
of delusions,” and to “obscure the growing light’”’ of man’s 
science and human wisdom. But to Bible Christians those 
altars point to the cross, and those smoking sacrifices reveal

ANIMAL SACRIFICES "A RELIC OF PAGANISM,"

But let us read the next paragraph from this infidel 
sermon. 

“The priest claimed Divine authority for his animal 
sacrifices, but with united voices the prophets denied the 
claim, asserting that these sacrificial rights were a relic of 
paganism, an abomination to Jehovah, who hated and de- 
spised them. In their indignation they exclaimed, “To slay a 
lamb is no better than to cut a dog’s throat.’

18:15; Acts 2:30; I Kings 18:22), and all of them offered 
sacrifices! (Gen 22:13; Exo. 24:4-6; I Chron. 21:26; I Kings 
18:31-38). The modernist uses “feigned words” as the Bi- 
ble said he would (II Peter 2:3). 


The priests and prophets alike believed the Pentateuch 
was the inspired Word of God. That is the reason they 
claimed divine authority for the sacrifices. Nothing could 
be plainer than that the Bible commands those sacrifices 
and says that the command is of God.

And he shall kill the bullock before the Lord; and the priests, 
Aaron's sons, shall bring the blood, and sprinkle the blood round 
about upon the altar that is by the door of the tabernacle of 
the congregation. ay! 

And he shall flay the burnt-offering, and cut it into his 
pieces. 

And the sons of Aaron the priest shall put fire upon the 
altar, and lay the wood in order upon the fire: 

And the priests, Aaron's sons, shall lay the parts, the head, 
and the fat, in order upon the wood that is on the fire which is 
upon the altar: 

But his. inwards and his legs shall he wash in water: and the 
priest shall burn all on the altar, to be a burnt-sacrifice, an offer- 
ing made by fire, of a sweet savour unto the Lord. 

And if his offering be of the flocks, namely, of the sheep, 
or of the goats, for a burnt-sacrifice; he shall bring it a male 
without blemish. 

And he shall kill it on the side of the altar northward before 
the Lord: and the priests, Aaron's sons, shall sprinkle his blood 
round about upon the altar. 

And he shall cut it into his pieces, with his head and his 
fat: and the priest shall lay them in order on the wood that is 
on the fire which is upon the altar: 

But he shall wash the inwards and the legs with water: and 
the priest shall bring it all, and burn it upon the altar: it is a 
burnt-sacrifice, an offering made by fire, of a sweet savour unto 
the Lord. 

And if the burnt-sacrifice for his offering to the Lord be of 
fowls, then he shall bring his offering of turtledoves, or of young 
pigeons. 

And the priest shall bring it unto the altar, and wring off 
his head, and burn it on the altar; and the blood thereof shall be 
wrung out at the side of the altar: 

And he shall pluck away his crop with his feathers, and cast 
it beside the altar on the east part, by the place of the ashes: 

And he shall cleave it with the wings thereof, but shall not 
divide it asunder: and the priest shall burn it upon the altar, upon 
the wood that is upon the fire: it is a burnt-sacrifice, an offering 
made by fire, of a sweet savour unto the Lord.” (Lev. |:1-17). 


Certainly it is as clear as God’s Word could make if} 
that God commanded Israel to offer animal sacrifices. This 
Southern Baptist blasphemer, elected by the Convention to 
preach the convention sermon, and honored by the Con- 
vention, and vindicated afterward by election to the Vice-: 
presidency, plainly denies the inspiration of the Bible, when 
he denies the divine authority of the priests for animal 
sacrifices. How strange that such a tirade against the Bi- 
ble could go unchallenged in the Southern Baptist Con- 
vention sessions! But unchallenged it was. The principal 
leaders of the Southern Baptist Convention sat on the plat- 
form and heard it. Out in front were thousands of preach- 
ers and leading laymen and women, and not a voice was. 
raisedragainst this blasphemy! 

Why, why, does the modernist so hate the animal sac- 
rifices of the Old Testament? Because he hates the bloody 
sacrifice in the New Testament! One who believes that 
God ordained the slaying of lambs in the Old may see the 
Lamb of God in the New, and a supernatural salvation by 
the blood, that denies man’s goodness and mocks man’s 
boasted, so-called scientific wisdom. The bullock is Christ 
the meek servant, the goat is Christ our sin bearer, ‘the 
mourning turtle dove is Christ the man of sorrows, and the 
white pigeon is Christ, the only pure and sinless One! S6 
the modernist, who hates a miraculous, divinely revealed, 
blood-bought salvation of sinners, Hell-deserving and Hell- 
bound, this modernist would have us destroy the secrifices, 
though we destroy revealed Christianity at the same time! 
We need not be surprised that a little further this infidel 
denies the substitutionary atonement, as he does.
